At such t imes, 
city p eop le who can afford 
to do so, 
take vacations and get away 
from the 
heat and noise and 
gr i m e . 


But w hat about th e p oor who can­ 
not get 
away? How do they fare? 
Here is one answer: 
in a 
recent in 
vest igation 
made by th e Sp * cial Parks 
Commission of Chicago, it was sound 
th a t in certain 
p oor and 
terribly 
crowded sections 
01 the city, 
tour 
times as many babies died, in 
p rop or­ 
tion t o p op ulation, as in o th e r see* 
tions w here p eop le are not so crowded 
and a la able to live better. 
It 
found also that th e lowest death 
is in those p arts of t he city p rovided 
with p arks and p laygrounds, and the 
highest, 
in those p arts having 
no 
shade or grass or wide, op en sp un . 


T h e p itiful tragedy of th e children 
ot th e p oor in hot weather is one of 
the most p ut belie which can la* con­ 
ceived. 
Walk certain of Chicago's 
teem ing te nem ent streets late on a 
hot night and th e som e will touch 
the hardest heart. 
Men, women and 
children 
will 
be tound sleep ing on 
th e roots, on step s, on the. ground,

dirty 
little areas, 
on 
the 
sidewalks, on 
t h e reeking 
gaibage 
boxes which are ranged along th e 
curb, 
Tin 
effect of such conditions 
needs no exp lanat ion. 
Naturally th e 
children, p oorly nourished and em aci­ 
ated, yield quickly to th e w e a k e ning1 
st rain of continuous, dose heat 
and 
ot her evil Influences, and t he under­ 
taker's black wagon rumble« up a nd ' 
down t h e 'squalid streets from early 
until late. 


It must not be understood th at these 
evils are confined to the iamilies of, 
p eop le who are dest iute and in 
rags, j 
Most of th e sufferers, in fact, belong ; 
to self-sup p ort ing and self resp ecting 
families, stiugging bravely “ to make 
both ends meet." 
But their earnings 
are small, and when th e rent 
and th e ( 
grocer are p aid and the- cheap cloth-: 
ing p rovided, there is nothing 
left,

save carfares, and must occup y r o o m s 1 
of which 1 he Ten
